— The most 
terrific and di.sastrous explosions that 
has ever occurred in this section oc- 
curred Tuesdaj’ morning at 8 o’clock 
at Red .-Vsh Coal & Coke Co.’s mines 
at Red .Vsh, opposite Echo, Faj’ette 
county', thirty miles west of this place. 
The loss of life is appalling. 

The cause of the explosion is un- 
known, but supposed to have been 
caused oy a miner entering an unused 
room in the mines with an open lamp. 

Fire Creek, W. Va,, March 8. — ^I'he 
rescuing parties continue working 
hard at Red Ash mine in removing 
debris and securing the bodies of the 
victims of the explosion of Tuesday. 
It is still impossible to give the exact 
number of the victims or to identify' 
all of the bodies that have been recov- 
ered. The most conservative estimate 
of some of those connected with the 
mine places the number of killed at 
40, and there are others who insist 
that the number of victims will be 
found to reach twice that mhny. 

Thirt^'-four bodies have been res- 
cued, 29 being dead and five seriously' 
injured. Those rescued alive are Carl 
Downe^', .lohn L. Day, Joseph Elliott, 
John Kane and Harr^' Dawson. While 
the surviving miners and others esti- 
mate that there are at least 39 miners 
-still entombed. General Manager How- 
ell savs there were still in the mine 
only .36, The estimate 'of the latter] 
would indicate that tKere were 70 
killed and five injured, as it is conced- 
ed that all those still in the mine are 
dead. 

It will probably require two days to 
get them out, as the gas is so strong 
men can work but a few minutes at a 
time. There are 15 mules in the mine, 
and six have been found alive, but 
there are no hopes of anj' of the men 
being taken out alive. The odor of 
the gas from the mouth of the mine 
can be smelled for three miles. No 
mines are running near by, and the ex- 
citement is increasing. 

No definite cause for the explosion 
has yet been learned by Gov. Atkin- 
son, the state and district mine in- 
sjiectors and others who are interest- 
ed in the case. In addition to the the- 
ories of dust, fire damp, etc., it was 
claimed that natural gas had escaped 
into the mine and that it ignited when 
the miners entered with their lamiis.

THE CELESTIAL EMPIRE. 

Empreaa Dowaaer'ii Conp d'Etat !• 

Dlkely to Canse a Civil W’ar 
In That Conntry. 

Victoria, B. C., March 8, — .\ccording 
to Asiatic advices bj' the steamer Em- 
press of India the recent coup d’etat 
of the empress dowager of China, in 
which the emperor, Kwang Su, was 
dethroned and the 6-year-old son of 
Priuc** Tiian named as his successor, 
bids fair to embroil the Celestial em- 
pire in a civil war. At Swatow the 
Chinese are already' in revolt, and in 
man}' other parts of the empire thej’ 
are taking up arms against the em- 
press and the Manchiis. The reform 
partj', which is at the head of the 
movement to foment rebellion, is in 
receipt of a telegram from Kang Yu 
Wei, sent from Singajiore, in ^vhich he 
saj's he can raise an arm^- of 40,000.

A CONFLAGRATION. 

Fire la the Retail Dry Goods Distrlet 

of l*lilludelphia Destroyed About 
IjITOtl.F/OO Worth of Property. 

Philadelphia, March 8. — A fire, en- 
tailing an estimated loss of over $700,- 
000, occurred earlj’ Wednesday’ in the 
retail clrj- goods district. The con- 
flagration originated in the engine 
room of Shoneman Bros.’ drv' gocxls 
and millinerj' store, at Eighth and 
.rVrch streets. The building was T- 
shajied, fronting on three streets. 
Eighth, Arch and Cherrj’. The engine 
room was in the basement at the 
center of the structure. It is said 
that while the fire was being drawn 
from the fiirnac-cs, sparks communi- 
cated with some waste paper, and the 
little blaze spread with astonishing 
rapidly to the upper floors. This was 
at 7:15 o'clock, and the emploj'es had 
not yet arrived. 

A general alarm was sounded, but 
all efforts to save the building were 
fruitless, and it was leveled. The loss 
is placed at $3tK),(K)0. 

TEST OF ENDURANCE. 

All Hope of a Settlement In the Near 

Future of the Bie: Strike 
lu I'hicaeu. 

Chicago, March 8, — Apparently all 
hope of settlement in the near future 
of the differences existing between 
the unions affiliated with the building 
trades council and the contractors 
was dissipated when the building con- 
tractors’ council made a declaration 
that no opportuaitj' to arbitrate will 
be affordeu bjr that bodj’, no matter 
what pres.sure maj' be brought to bear 
b 3 ' the industrial commission soon to 
meet here. 

“We have locked no one out, and are 
willing to eniploj' men regardless of 
their affiliations,” continues the offi- 
cial statement, “but we refuse to be 
dictated to bj' the building trades 
council. 

It is now believed b\' manj- leaders 
on both sides that the combination of 
strike and lockout in Chicago will de- 
velop into a simple test of endurance. 

FORTY WERE KILLED. 

Another Battle Between the Rexlenn 
Troopii and the Rnyu Iniliana 
Near Atrnda. 

Oaxaca, Mexico, March 8, — News has 
rcachetl here of another hard fight be- 
tween a force of about 300 Mav'a In- 
dians and 1,000 government troops. 
The battle took place near the town 
of Aguda. CoL Fernando Gonzales, 
who is a member of Ihresident Diaz’s 
personal staff, was in command of the 
government forces which made the at- 
tack on the Indians. 

The Mav-as were stronglj' en- 
trenched. but were driven from their 
position b 3 ' the terrible fire which was 
poured in upon them from an advan- 
tageous position. Thirty-seven In- 
dians were killed and a large number 
wounded. Three soldiers were "killed. 
Over 300 guns, which were thrown 
away b\’ the Indians in their flight 
before the government troops, were 
afterward picked up bj- the latter. 

Gen. Wheeler Permitted to L.and. 

San Francisco, March 8. — Gen. Jo- 
seph Wheeler and partj', who have 
been in quarantine since their arrival 
from the Philippines on the transport 
Warren la^t Monda.v, were permittetl 
to land. Gen. Wheeler said that his 
health was excellent and that his trip 
to the Philippines had, if anything, 
uenefited him physically. 

Coal SbipmentM From PittuburKh. 

Pittsburc'li, I’a., March 8. — About 
1,200,000 bishels of coal started for 
southern ports. .■Vll of this coal is 
billed for Louisville and New Orleans, 
tincinnati and points above are well 
stocked at present. .An 18-foot stage 
.if water is looked for. when all the 
coal now loaded in the harbor will be 
shipped south.

Britizh Troops Invade Transvaal 

Soil — r'lyloK Colnmn Gets in Via 
Znlaiand and Skirmishes 
W'lth the Boers Dally.

Loudon, March 6. — Mafeking is to 
be relieved as soon' as the British force 
already on the ivay to Kimberley can 
raise the siege. This force is described 
vaguely as “strong.” In view of the 
fact that the Kimberlev' light horse is 
under the control of the DeBeers Co., 
Lord Roberts’ visit to Kimberley prob- 
ably had to do with an arrangement 
with Cecil Rhodes to use this company 
of troops. 

London, March 6. — Winston Church- 
ill, describing the relief of Ladv'smith 
in a dispatch published bj* the Morn- 
ing Post, saj’s: 

“It has been effected at a cost of 
upward of 5,000 officers and men in an I 
arm^' onlj’ 2o,«t)0 strong.” | 

He goes on to pay a high tribute to 
Sir Redvers Uuller, emphasizing the 
confidence his men had in him, “with- 
out which the enterprise could hardly 
have succeetled.” 

Of Gen. Buller’s attack on February 
27 Mr. Churchill saj's: “Considered in 
itself, it was a masterpiece, soundly 
conceived, boldly launched and skill- 
fully executetl.” He adds that “Much 
also was due to the greatly improved 
intelligence department.” 

Mr. Churchill points out that the 
Boers now hold Van Renen’s pass, but 
that a m.ajorit 3 ' of the Free Staters 
have nccompanieti the Transvaalers 
northward. 

Gen. Buller reports Natal now prac- 
ticallj" clear of the enemy, and that 
he c.an not hear of anj' formed body 
of them anv'where. The Boers left 
some ambulances full of their sick 
from which the mules had been taken 
for trans[K)rt service. 

Osfontein, March 6. — Gen. Gatacre 
occupied Storniberg yesterday. The 
lines of railway* north and west will 
now’ be repaired. Gen. Clements is at 
Joubert’s siding station bej'ond Coles- 
berg. The duke of Marlborough, with 
the Oxford compiiny of the Imperial 
Yeomanry', has left Cape Town for 
Naauwpoort. 

Cape Town. March 7. — Manv' women 
who are rcportetl to lie good shots are 
among the Boer prisoners arriving 
here. The Dutch church has issufHl u 
manifesto in favor of the lioer repub- 
lics retaining complete independence. 
Lortl Roberts has accepted the houo- 
rar\' ccloiieU^v of the Cit^’ of London 
volunteers. 

London, March 7, — A special dis- 
patch from Durlma says u ll^'ing col- 
umn of British troops from Ziilulaiul 
has entered the Transvaal aiul has 
been dailj' skirmishing with small 'par- 
ties of Boers. The force con.sists of 
mounted infant r\'. Natal scouts and 
artiller\', all conimamled b\- Maj. 
Prendergast. The column first cross- 
ctl the herder on February 28. It now 
occupies an entrenched position on 
Catusa hill, nine miles within the 
Traii-svaal. 

London, March 8. — The war office 
has posted the following advices from 
Lord Roberts, dated at Poplar Grove, 
Wednesdav* evening, March 7: 

“We hail a verv' successful daj* and 
have completelj' routed the enemv', 
who are in full retreat. 

“The position which thej* occupy is 
extreiuelv’ strong and cunningly ar- 
rangetl with a second line of entrench- 
ments, w’hich would have caused us 
heavy loss had a direct attack been 
made. The turning movement wa* 
necessarilv' wide, owing to the nature 
of the ground, and the cavalry* and ar- 
tillery horses are much done up. 

“The fighting was practically* con- 
fined to the cavalry division, which, as 
usual, did exceedingly well, and Gen. 
French reports that the horse artiL 
lery batteries did gTTat execution 
among the enemy. 

“Our casualties w*ere about 50. I re- 
gret to say* that Lieut. Keswick was 
killed and Lieut. Bailey was severely 
w'ounded, both of the 12th lanciers. 
Lieut. De C’respigny, of the 2d life 
guards, was severely wounde<l. The 
remaining casualties will be tele- | 
graphed to-morrow*. 

The correspondents differ as to the 
enemy’s strength. The Daily Mail’s 
representative thinks the Boers num- 
ber something more than 4,000. Tho 
Daily News man estimates them at 
10,000. As these figures come from o’o- 
servers at headquarters, it is clear that 
Lord Roberts’ force was overwhelm- 
ingly superior. He can scarcely have 
fewer than 45.000 immetliately avail- 
able, as the guards brigade reached 
him from Lord Methuen Tueswlay. 
Lbrd Methuen now commands only 
volunteers and the local forces at Kim- 
berley, some of w'hom have gone to- 
ward Mafeking. 

London, March 8. — A dispatch to tho 
Times from Osfontein, dated Tuesday, 
March 6, says: “.\ commando of 3,000 

hoers has offeretl to surrender, but on 
impossible terms. Gen. t'ronje’s losses 
were greater than he admitted. Sixty 
bodies of Boers have been found in 
one grave.” 

Not After Delaaroa Bay. 

London, March 7. — Wm. St. John 
Broderick, parliamentary secretary of 
the foreign office, says that no nego- 
tiations are proceeding between Great 
Britain and Portugal regarding the 
acquisition of Delagoa bay or any oth- 
er port off Portuguese East .Africa. 

Balldlnar a Yellow Feeer Hospital. 

Santiago de Cuba, March 7.— Work 
has begun upon the new* yellow fever 
hospital to replace the building that 
was burned several weeks ago. Inves- 
ligfation has shown beyond doubt that 
the fire was of incendiary origin.

MORE NAVAL VESSELS. 

It Is Proposed to Bnild Two l.arge 

Bnttleships. Three Armored Crnis- 
ers and Four Ganboats. 

Washing-ton, March 7, — Provisions 
wfll lie made in this year's naval ap- 
priution bill for a construction pro- 
gramme fully equal to the expecta- 
tion of the friends of the service. 

The bill will probably be rc|>orted 
by the house committtfc on inival af- 
fairs before the end of the present 
week. It is still subject to change, 
hut as it now stands, it provides for 
tivo large battleships, three armored 
cruisers of 13,.700 tons displacement, 
three protected cruisers of 8,000 tons 
displacement, and four guuboats of 
000 tons displacement. 

The committee lias not yet fixed the 
size of the battleships, but they will 
probably be 14,500 or 15,0C-0 tons. The 
armored cruisers are to have high 
s|>eed and large coal capacity, with 
the heaviest armor and armament pos- 
sible to Ik* carrietl on vesaels of their 
typ«'. The three jirotected cruisers 
are to Ik* improved Olympias. The 
gunboats are to be designed with spt*- 
cial reference to their use among tlie 
Philippines.

The Kentucky Len^islature. 

WedoMday the House by a vote of />6 
to 42 paaaed the McCbord Railroad Bill, 
which DOW goes to the Governor. The 
passage of the bill was opposed on the 
final vote by only two Democrats. 
Messrs. Armstrong and Klair. The 
Senate baa passed the Chinn School book 
BiU. 

The $100,000 reward bill has gone to 
Gov. Beckham to be signed. 

The Orr election bill has been ad- 
mnoed to its second reading. It pro- 
vides for two State and county election 
eommissionere, instead of three, as now, 

' the oommiasionsrs to be appointed on 
reoommendatioD of party organizations. 
Under this bill minor contests would be 
prosecuted in the coarts, bat no change 
would be made in Gnbematorial con- 
tests, sa there is s constitntioDsl provis- 
ion regarding them. 

A bill to prohibit the employment of 
jonng girls as waitress e s in concert halls 
was given its second reading. 

Representative Hale. Republican, of 
Ixmlsville, offered a bill to repeal tbs 
aeparate coach law. It was referred to 
the Committee on Railroads and Com- 
merce. 

The Honae passed the Senate bill in- 
creasing to $5,000 the annoal appropri- 1 
ation for the State Board of Health. 1 

A telegram from Frankfort yesterday ^ 
■aid that Senator Bell's bill making it 
a Monv for incambents of State offices 
to retain poas u a e ion of State offices five 
days after being onated by the Legisla- 
tare or Conteet Board, and providing for 
ponishment of ten to twenty yean In 
the penitentiary, passed tbs Senate by a 
of fifteen to four.

Banatort AUeo, Thomas, Paryear and 
McOoBnell, DeoMicrats, voted against 
thebUl.

^roe years later a den of snakes was 
discovered in what la now Bates coun- 
ty, Wo., the adjoining county on the 
Bonth to Casa, and in this den was dis- 
covered the skeleton of a man. In the 
opinion of many the skeleton was none 
>otLer than that of Rev. Bill Scroggins. 
So well was his memory revered that 
the bones were collected from the 
aioake den. and when the first court- 
bouae was built In Cass county, it is 
said, they were placed in a box under 
the cornerstone and were found there 
Tears after when the old courthouse 
was demolisbed.— Brooklyn Eagle.

Horae RarlaK on the Stave. 

In racing scenes the horses do run at 
full speed. They run. however, not on 
the fixed stage, but on what may be ' 
called treadmills, which keep the horses 
in front of the house for longer or , 
shorter periods, according as they are 
moved quickly or slowly. A picket 
fence, placed between the audience and 
the course, not only makes the scene 
more realistic; it also bides the meeban- ; 
ism of the treadmills. This fence has . 
contributed in another way to add to ' 
the effect by being moved in opposition 
to the direction of the horses and so ; 
lending to their apparent speed. 

As to the sounds made by the foot- ' 
falls of horses to be beard as though 
passing outside an interior scene, they 
are reproduced by the dried hoofs of 
dead horses or wooden imitations 
mounted on handles and hammered 
against surfaces of stone, gravel, sod ; 
or whatever the occasion may demand. 
They are also more elaborately manu- 
factured by revolving a cylinder with 
pins protruding from the surface. 
These pins are arranged, like the spurs 
on a hand organ roller, to imitate trot- 
ting. gafloping or walking when struck 
against other substances. If the sound 
of a , carriage is to be added to the 
trampling of iiorses. wheels are run on 
sand.-HJassell’s Magazine.
